Mr. Goodman kept 
his promise and in a short time ht banks 
had pledged the Metropolitan 000 on 
their bills receivable, The aid was, however, 
not called for at that time, and a day or two 
ago the bankers were notified that only $100,- 
would be regqmred to help them 
out. On ‘Change last 8 Metro- 
politan Bank, stock, which has been 
quoted at 1 was sold i a 
lot of 146 shares for 110.

DEFRAUDED HIS FELLOW-CLERES, 


A Salesman’s Scheme for Self-Profit—He Is 
Discharged. 

A unique and at the same time unusu- 
ally contemptible method of stealing has been 
detected among the employés at Schlesinger 
& Mayer’s dry-goods store oa State street. 
It is the custom of this firm in figuring the 
year’s profits to make an estimate of the 


cost of selling goods in each department. 
The necessity of such a system will be seen 
when it is stated that the salaries of em- 
ployés in the several departments are adjust- 
ed each year in proportion to the amount of 
their sales. By this means an indacement is 
offered to a smart salesman to do his level 
best to outstrip his fellow-salesmen, and cus- 
tomers visiting the store reap the benefit of 
this rivalry in prompt and assiduous atten- 
tion. 

For some time past it has been noticed that 
one department has always been fortunate 
in rolling up big sales, even at times when, 
through dullness of e, other branches 
were showing a as off. As a conse- 
quence the manager of this department was 
regarded by his employers as a model, and 
his salary advanced accordingly. After a 
while the firm’s suspicions were aroused by 
employés in other departments who claimed 
that they were not being paid proportionate- 
ly to their sales. An investigation revealed 
a series of fraudson the part of the well-paia 
manager and one of the office clerks whose 
duty it was to check ig tomy credit the sales 
toeach department. latter had syste- 
matically falsified the separate credits by de- 
ducting a smali percentage from all but one, 
and adding the amount of these deductions 
to the total sales credited to the favored de- 
partment. The result was an increase of sal- 
ary tothe manager, which was divided with 
the credit clerk. The firm are, therefore, not 
a cent out of pocket by the erroneous system 
of entry, but the other salesmen feel very 
sore about it, and think the firm have not by 


any means used the offending couple too 


harshly in discharging them.

COMPETITION IN TELEGRAPHY. 

One of the chief objections urged against 
the Cullom Postal Telegraph bill is that it 
would establish a Government monopoly 
and confiscate existing lines and the prop- 
erty of private citizens. Strange to say, this 
is urged by the agents of the Western Union 
Company, @ monopoly controlled by one man, 
whose operations have resulted in the confis- 
cation of millions of dollars’ worth of private 
property and the imposition of most bur- 
densome charges on the public, against which 
so far there has been no remedy. 

But the objection is not well founded. The 
main purpose of Senator Cullom’s bill is to 
relieve the people from the exactions of the 
Gould monopoly and to establish competition 
in the telegraphic business. The Western 
Union will not be debarred from carrying on 
its business by the establishment of the sys- 
tem proposed by Senator Cullom, but At 
will be forced thereby to improve its 
service and moderate its charges. The 
business of the express companies has not 
been ruined or even seriously affected by the 
establishment of the parcels postage branch 
of the postal system, nor has the exchange 
business of the banks been diminished by the 
postal money-order scheme. The competi- 
tion has moderated the charges and im- 
proved the facilities of the public in both 
cases. The necessity for Government com- 
petition in the telegraphic business is much 
greater than it was in the case of the express 
or the bank-exchange business. There were 
several express companies and many banks 
in every centre of population competing for 
the favor of the public. One corporation 
controlled by one man monopolizes the tele. 
graph business. It seems wise to put an end 
to this state of things. 

The maximum rates of charge as laid ans 
in the Cullom bill insure to the public a 
cheaper service than they now enjoy. It.is 
the intention, as Mr. Cullom says, to manage 
the business, not with a view to raise reve- 
nue, but witha view to furnishing the public 
with the best possible facilities at the lowest 
cost at which the business can be made self-

It is quite probable 
that in time the rates can be lowered, 
as has been the case in England after a few 
years’ experience, New inventions will 
doubtiess lessen the cost of operation and 
the volume of business will grow with the 
reduction in price. Healthy competition be- 
tween the Governmental system and the 
quasi-public corporation will promote the 


general good. 


SCARCITY OF CARS. 

The pressure for cars to take to market the 
surplus grain of Northwestern Iowa is 60 
great as to have induced the offering of a 
resolution in the Senate of that State to com- 
pelachange. It asks that the Railroad Com- 
missioners of Iowa be requested immediately 
to demand of all railroad companies oper- 
ating roads in the section referred to that 
they at once and without delay furnish cars 
sufficient to relieve the present urgent de- 
mand therefor, and that in case of non- com- 
pliance the Commissioners shall cause suit to 
be brought for such discrimination and fail- 
ure to furnish transportation 

The parties who make. this demand claim 
that the evil complainedof is not only a great 
one, but to a great extent unnecessary. They 
say that Northwestern Iowa furnished all 
of the surplus grain raised in that State last 
year, and that nearly all of ita surplus over 
and above the requirements for home con- 
sumption now rests in the elevators and 
other storehouses in that section awaiting 
transportation to market, while many thou- 
sands of bushels are lying on the ground 
spoiling because all the available storage- 
room is occupied. The capitalists have ex- 
hausted their meansin advancing money to 
take care of the grain that is in store, and 
have drawn as fully as possible on Chicago 
men for the same purpose, and both cash 
and patience are now exhausted, while 
the farmers are in debt holding: property 
which they cannot sell. It is also claimed 
that all of the many thousands of com- 
plaints now in file in the office of the Com- 
missioners come from places which have only 
one railroad outlet. The number of cars fur- 
nished to competing points during the last 
four months of 1887 is alleged to be greater 
than for the same time in 1886, while there is 
a big decrea:e at non-competing points, the 
latter having been neglected by the officials 
of about all the roads. 

Complaints about the great scarcity of cars 
for the moving of produce from the West are 
generally heard during the cold months as 
well as the autumn, but this year they are 
much more numerous than usual, though 
comparatively few of the cars have been 
blocked by snow. The reason for this is 
difficult to understand. The fact can only 
be accounted for by supposing that the busi- 
ness of track-building was prosecuted more 
vigorously than that of car construction dur- 
ing the ume that the former was most active, 
and that the same number of cars aré now 
distributed overafar greater mileage than 
formerly. Itisonly natural that this should 
be so, seeing that so many of the rails were 
laid “to sell” and not expected to do much 
business till after the country had been slow- 
ly settled up along their lines. Itthis respect 

projectors were partly mistaken. The 
development of the country in the tiast 
few years has been simply phenomenal. It 
was greatly aided by the wider facilities for 
transportation afforded by the new lines, 
though it is fair to say that the builders are 
not to be credited with strong expectatious 
in 2 direction. 


PETROLEUM FOR FUEL. 

A correspondent furnishes to Tos TRIBUNE 
a valuable statement of results obtained by 
using crude petroleum for fuel on a rather 
large scale. He finds that in practice at his 
factory three barrela of the oil do about 
as much work under the steam boiler as a 
ton of the best Indiana block coal. He also 
states that he has obtained the oli at Lima, 
O., in the neighborhood of which are nearly 
forty wells, and the supply could be largely 
increased if required, the output at present 
being limited only,by the demand. Parties 
there have offered to contract to sell oil for a 
year at 3244 cents per barrel, which sum 
would probably not be raised quite so high as 
t 60 cents for the article delivered at Chica- 
go in tank cars, 

The 90 cents mentioned by Tue Tris- 
UNE 1n a recent article on the subject was the 
wholesale price then quoted for oil in bulk in 
the Eastern markets. It was presumed that 
in case of a good demand for vii in Ohio ghe 
price there would rise to nearly an equality 
with that in Pennsylvania, and that both 
would probably be quoted higher than the 
latter is now if the consumption should in- 
crease to a full equalty with the current 
daily supply. Both of these ideas may. have 
been erroneous. It may even be conceded as 
possible that the above quoted price at the 
wells would be rather reduced than increased 
as a result of active development of oil ter- 
ritory in the Ohio fields in response to a 
much wider demand for consumption. And 
it may safely be assumed that in such event 
arrangements would be made for piping 
the oil hither at less than the present 
cost of rail transportation. Supposing that 
the total charge for it delivered from the 
main here were one cent per gallon, the 
equivalent of a ton of coal would cost only 
$1.25, instead of the $2.25. mentioned in the 
article referred to. The saving effected by 
the use of the oil instead of coal would then 
be immense, and not far from what might be 
expected from a cheap.service of either natu- 
ral or artificial gas for fuel. This will be ap- 
patent when it is known that gas experts 
reckon seven gallons of the oil to be equal to 

the production of 1,000 cubic feet of illumuin- 
ating gas of twenty-two candle power, which 
isa better quality than has heretofore been 
served out to the citizens of Chicago, or 
than they can hope to get from any gas com- 
pany in the future, 

The facts above noted show that the man- 
ufacturers of Chicago and vicinity have it in 
their power now to obtain all the fuel they 
require at a cost of not more than that equiv- 
alent to $1.80 per ton of considerably better 
coal than most of them are using now. And 
with this would come a large additional sav- 
ing in the time required to move ashes, be- 
sides avoiding the sometimes heavy loss from 
waste in handling coal and theft during 

transportation. The latter is no small item, 
‘as hundreds of families along the different 
lines of railroad now depend on passing coal- 
laden cars for their supply, and it is currently 
rumored in the trade that most of the crossing 
and switch tenders levy on the passing coal- 
trains to supply their shanties with fuel. All 
of this loss has to be borne by those who buy 
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supply, as they obtain a more uniform text- 
ure in their iron and a far superior quality 
in their glass than was ever possible when 
they used coal, As this item depends alto- 
gether upon regularity of feeding the fires it 
can be obtained just as well with oil as with 


e 


other places in city and country, as it needs 
but the capital required to build a tank to en- 
able any one on a line of railroad to avail 
himself of the advantages offered by the 
bulk car, and many are already taking the 
oil in this way, to their great advantage as 
compared with the coal-users of this city. If 
by means of a pipe-line they can get oil at

Growth of Our Trade with the Sandwich 
Islands—Effects of Beciprocity. 

There is one country between which and us we 
have relations of low tariff. That country is the 
Sandwich Islands. Asa member of Congress I 
had an opportunity to vote to carry into effect 
that treaty which established practical reciproci- 
ty between the people of those islands and the 
people of the United States. All products of 
that country come in here free of duty, and all 
products of this country go in there free of duty. 
The manufacturers of this country sold to those 
70,000 people who lived there then (and there are 
no more now) $250,000 worth of their goods per 
year, say $300,000 worth. The total of our trade 
with these people was less than $1,000,000 a year. 
But after we had established the trade 
relations of reciprocity with these peo 

ple I would have supposed, if all that 
the protectioniste say was true, that 
all of the $250,000 worth of goods we sold them 
would cease to be sold. But what is the tre- 
mendous answer’ Eight years of the treaty in 
operation, and the result isa sale of $4,000,000 
worth of manufactured goods every year to the 
70,000 people of the Sandwich Islands. [Pro- 
longed applause.} The total of our trade has 
grown from $1,000,000 to nearly $18,000,000. And 
whereas before the treaty went into operation all 
of the products between those islands and the 
United States were carried in British bottoms 
and under the British flag, we find now that % 
per cent of them are carried in American bot- 
toms and under the American flag, and % per 
cent of the sailors are American sailors. The 
shipbuilders on the Pacific coast have been saved 
from bankruptcy by this little piece of tariff re- 
duction that was made by— [Here the voice of 
the speaker was drowned in one of the frequent 
outburst of applause which accompanied and em- 
phasized his remarks. } 

If in seven years under a policy of tariff reduc- 
tion the sale of American manufactured goods to 
70,000 pBople will increase from $300,000 a year to 
84,000,000 per year, what will be the result when 
the same trade relations shall be established 
with the people of Canada and the 13,000,000 peo- 
ple of Mexico and the 20,000,000 or more of peo- 
pie of South America? I venture to say to you, 
my fellow-citizens, that if that course shall be 
pursued which is indicated by this treaty of rec- 
iprocity with these producers of raw material in 
less than five years we will be selling $400,000,000 
worth a year of our manufactured goods to peo- 
ple who are buying practically nothing from us 
now.—Frank Hura’s Philadelphia speech.

Restricting the Growth of Our Maaufact- 
ures. 

From a Letter by David 4. Welle: In most of 
the discussions in opposition to the policy of con- 
tinuing to collect an unnecessary revenue of 
$100,000,000 per annum the burdén of such unnec- 
essary taxation on the people as consumers is 
the point cmefly dwelt upon and illustrated. 
Now, great as may be the measure of this wrong, 
it is nothing in comparison with the concurrent 
wrong that this same policy entails by restricting 
the growth of our manufacturing industries. 
Thus during the fiscal year 1887 duties were col- 
lected by the United States to the amount of 
$19,567,908 on articles in a crude condition which 
entered into the various processes of domestic 
industry, and 820,393,498 on articles wholly or 
partially manufactured for use as materials in 
our manufactures or mechanic arts, or a total of 
$39,961,396. Thirty-nine million nine hundred 
thousand dollars is 10 per cent on §399,- 
000,000, and, burdened with this charge, 
not one dollar's worth of the immense 
product which would be represented by this 
sum could be sold outside of the territory of the 
United States in competition with the like prod- 
ucts of other nations, the component raw mate- 
rials of which are exempt from such taxation 
save in respect to a very few articles in which 
American skill overcomes the burden of the 
tariff. Who suffers thereby? Everybody whose 
| prosperity Would be enhanced by an enlargement 
of the opportunity for labor in the United States. 
Take off this tax of 10 per gent on 8399,000,000 of 


products and the American manufacturer would 


meet the foreign manufacturer in the markets of 
the world for the first time on terms of equality 
so far as the cost of his crude materials is con- 
cerned, and then American skill and enterprise 
would have an opportunity of showing what they 
could do in the world's race for commercial. and 
industrial supremacy. Such an opportunity is 
not now given them, and never will be so long as 
alone of all nations we continue to tax the crude 
materials entering into our n proc- 
esses.

TRIAL OF A FAMOUS FORGER. 


William Ringgold Cooper Once More Be- 
, fore a Court of Justice, 

Loxpox, Feb.3.—William Ringgoid Cooper, 
who was arrested in Paris for a forgery upon 
the London and Westminster Bank. was ar- 
raigned in court today. It was proved that 
he had obtained blank checks and forged the 
names of Charlies Gould & Sons, playing-card 
manufacturers, of London. Cooper adver- 
tised for a young man to collect accounts, 
and this young man got the checks cashed. 


| William Ringgold Cooper is one of the most 
expert forgers which this country has produced. 
He was born in the littie Town of Smyrna, Del., 
and is about 40 rs old. During the War of the 
Rebellion he enlisted in the navy, and pleased 
his superiors so much that on his discharge he 
was given lucrative — — in the Navy De- 
partment, Washington. Here his first crime was 
committed. He acquired the art of imitating 
bendwriting, and his reproduction of signatures 
came to be marvelous in their fidelity to the 
0 als. Taking advantage of the trust reposed 
in him, he forged orders from paymasters for $175. - 
000, received the money, and the same was 
married to a beautiful woman, the niece of J. D. 
Defrees, the Government Printer, The wedding 
party started for Philadelphia, but before it 
reached there a detective arrested Cooper, and 
the result was a sentence of five years in the peni- 
tentiary at Moyamensing. The forger’s sentence 
expired in 1870, and he was next heard of at Co- 
lumbus, Miss., where he secured the agency of a 
New Orleans insurance company. He affected a 
religious spirit in this community, and at the 
home of the Methodist minister, Dr. Cottrell, 
met the widow Hill, a pious lady of some 
means, whom he soon married. He soon squan- 
dered her fortune, and then committed his sec- 
ond grave crime. Through friendship with 
the Postmaster he Was admitted to the inner 
quarters of the post-office. There, one 
afternoon, while unobserved, he turned the 
hands of the clock forward twenty minutes, and 
when the mail matter from the local bank ar-

It was during 
these few days, with his gross peculations ree 
undetected, that Cooper endeavored to cover his 
course forever and add to his iniquitous record 
the crime of murder. He made an evening call 
upon Mr. Treadwell, and poisoned a glass of lem- 
onade which the invalid was drinking. The nox- 
ious drug, or whatever it may have been, had, 
fortunately, no other effect han to subject the 
intended victrm to a night of spasms and pains, 
from which he, with great labor, recovered, 
Mr. Treadwell left for the country the follow- 
ing day. Cooper spent the next several dars be- 
tween San Francisco and San J where he 
laced his wife, and, Aug. 31, covertiy left for 
East. Cooper's brother, John, arrived a few 
days later and quietly arran the fugitive 
stock-broker’s affairs, after which he returned to 
Kentucky. Almost the day of the brother's de- 
parture the discovery of Cooper's frauds and the 
thefts was made. John was arrested in Cincin- 
nati, and after — 1 — $20,000 of the stolen 
cash was released ause of the difficulty of 
proving his guilty knowledge. The next heard 
of Cooper was his arrestin London, in 1879, for 
the forgery of checks amounting to $2,000 on the 
banking house of Glynn, Mills & Co., and for 
this he was sentenced to five years in the prison 
at Parkbarst.

THE THEATRES, 


Mr. Cari Wolfsohn gave the third of his 
trio evenings last night at Bournique’s Hall. 
Schumann's trio in D minor, op. 63, opened the 
program. It was played by Messrs. Wolfsohn, 
Marum, and Hess with extraordinary enthusi- 
asm, which, on the part of the pianist, some- 
times led him to give undue prominence to the 
piano at the expense ot the strings. However, it 
is but just to say that such was not often the 
case. In the feading of the work great atten- 
tion was paid to contrasts in shading, and the 
conceptions of the performers had evidentiy 
been brought to an excellent degree of unity by 
careful and conscientious study. The B 
minor Introduction and Rondo for piano 
and violin took the place of a solo 
for Mr. Marum. It was beautifully played 
by Messrs. Marum and Wolfsohn. Like most of 
Schubert's compositions, it Was carried out to a 
length which, but for the beauty of the design, 
would have been found tedious. The Gernsheim 
trio in B major, op. 87,was played for the first time. 
It was not as well done as the Schumann work. 
It contains many passages Of great mtricacy, and 
in some of these there was a lack of agreement 
between the instruments.

| customs offices and post-offices. The com- 


mission has also revised the civil-service reg- 
ulations to conform to the new rules. These 
revisions have been under consideration by 
the commission during the greater part of a 
year, and both have received careful consid- 
eration by President Cleveland. He read 
them at length several times, and made 
changes and modifications both of matter and 
phraseology. Not one of the old rules or 
regulations remains in its original form. A 
few of the most salient features of the new 
rules may be stated as follows: 

1. They are divided into four parts—gen - 
eral rules, departmental rules, customs rules, 
and postal rules. 

2. The general rules are nine in number,

About the middle of January he made outa 
bill of sale turning over the entire y 
store, stock and all, to his mother, fn pay- 
ment on the $1,400.

Mrs. Hauer moved the store to No. 795 Twen- 
ty-second street and went on with the busi- 


ness. 

The bill of sale was put on record and the 
Steele-Wedeles Company was notified.

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THE GERMAN QUESTION. 


INTERVIEWS WITH PROMINENT GER- 
MANS ON THE SUBJECT. — > 


A Series of Questions Propounded to the 
Leading Representatives of the Race in 


Chicago, with the Result that Some 
Curious Replies Are Given, and in Some 
Instances the Real Issue Is Squarely 
Dodged—The Objections to Teaching 
the Teutonic Tongue. 

A week or more ago Tun Trisuye printed 
an interview with a well-known Chicago Bo- 
hemian, in which he protested on behalf of 
that nationality against the present system 
of teaching German m the public schools, 
claiming that the optional clause was, owing 


to the unfamiliarity of the parents with 
school regulations, practically a dead letter, 


and that large numbers of children having 
been once committed to the study of German 
were forced to keep it up though it was a 
damage rather than an advantage to them, 
since they did not learn German even passa- 
bly, and the time used in studying it was 80 
much taken away from their other studies, 
includiag thatof English, the language of 
the country where they meant to live. To 


see what answer would be made to these ob- 


jections several Germans ot prominence 
were questioned on the subject. . 

An interview with H. E. Greenebanm was 
as follows:

The Bohemian, Polish, Scandinavian, and 
Italian children taking German lessons leave 
school without having learned to speak or 
understand that language, and the time 
spent on German has been sub from 
the English they might learn. German- 
speaking children can go right along with, 
German lessons in school because they know 
what they are reading and writing; but to 
children of other nationalities it is anun- 
known — which they never acquire in 
the little while they can attend the public 
schools. It is worse than time lost, because 
it is subtracted from the time that should be 
devoted to learning the American language

[Our correspondent makes a number of serious 
blutiders. He is wrong in the first place in sup- 
posing that THE TRIBUNE or any other intelli- 
gent advocate of tariff reform wishes to have the 
duty on steel rails removed entirely. There is 
no proposition to reduce the rute below $10 per 
ton. He is wrong in the second place in accept- 
ing without question the exploded doctrine of 
the ultra-protectionist that all the difference of 
wages . between this country and Europe is 
caused by the high tariff. We call the attention 
of this. correspondent to the fact that there is 
quite as great a difference in favor of 
workingmen in point of wages between 
England and the Continental countries of Europe 
as there is between England the the United 
States. Now, all the Continental nations of 
Europe have high protective tariffs; England has 
none, Ik the tariff causes the difference in favor 
of the United States hob can it cause a like dif- 
ference vgainst the workingmen of Continental 
Europe? Tue argument is ridiculous. Most of 
the difference in favor of American workingmen 
is due to the fact that this is a new coun- 
try; that it is a free country; that 
our workingmen are more intelligent 
and more industrious than their fellows 
in Europe; and that there is a greater demand for 
the products of their labor in this country than 
in those. Third, the correspondentis wrong in 
saying that the European workingman would be 
as formidable a competitor while he remuined in 
his own country as he would be after coming to 
the United States. The cost of transportation in 
thé case of steel rails is almostenough to over- 
come the difference in wages between the United 
States and Europe. Still. Tun TRIBUNE and all 
other advocates of tariff reform are quite 
content to levy a sufficient duty on rails 
to ovetcome all the conceivable advantage that 
foreign manufacturers may enjoy in re- 
spéct to cost of production. But there is no 
doubt that the tariff can safely be reduced, 
say onc-third, and that the only effect of such re- 
duction will be to diminish in a smali degree the 
enormous profits now enjoyed by the steel-mill 
millionaires. In the case of the famous Joliet 
works it is stated that the chief wroprictors are 
making a profit when the milis are running of 
about 8.000 a day. Certainly they have grown 
enormously rich of late, and none of them is 
spending his money in Joliet.— Eb. TRIBONE. |

The many deaths by accidents resulting from 
runaways impelled her to study the ques- 
tion, and she has evolved an apparatus 
which, she believes, will accomplish the pre- 
vention of runaways with mathematical cer- 
tainty. The model of her invention, she con- 
fessed, was not entirely complete—needed a 
spring or two and a buckle or so to make it 
right. The horse she used was entirely 
docile, being of wood, so she could not give a 
practical illustration of the result to be 
accomplished by her invention. It con- 
sists first of a saddle around the 
horse containing two 
screw eyes, through which runs a strap, be- 
ginning at the crupper, and panning through 
the martingale down to the K of the left 
fore foot, where it is fastened to a ring around 


the leg. The leather, she says, can be of the 


same color as the horse and so satisfy 
artistic taste. Whenthe horse runs away 
the string y= — from the crupper end and 
the horse tripped This naturally stops 
him, and if he is one of a team the 
other horse will stop, too, obDject- 
ing to doing all the running away 
by himself. The appliance, she says, can be 
used for saddle-horses, but does not explain 
how the rider may keep his seat When the 
horse falls. Her motive in this invention she 
claims to be entirely philanthropic. She doés 
not ride on horseback or in a carri uch 
herself, but means that this horse's frokt leg 
snatcher shall help those who do, 1 am 
sorry,“ said she with a laugh, that I cannot 
prevent men running away and getting mar- 
ried without knowing what they are doing, 
or I would have kept my son from marrying 
an old spinster when he might have had an 
heiress worth $60,000.”

A Buffalo Girl Abroad. 

Buffalo Courier: Miss Mary Graybiel, one 
of the missionaries sustained in India by the 
sect known as the Discipies, is now located in 
the heart of India, on the line of the railroad 
which is to be built from Bombay directly 
across to Calcutta. The children of the Sun- 
day-schools of the denomination in the United 
States contributed a fund of some $4,000 with 
which to erect a house for this mission, and 
in her last letter she modestly teils how the 
work was done. It appears she had to serve 
as architect, master-builder, and 
eral boss mechanic. First she bought 
four yoke of buffaloes to do the 
teaming; then a few big trees—they 
are’ very scarce in that part of the 
country. She employed 100 natives, or nearly 
that number, whom she taught to quarry the 
stone, which had to be hauled several miles, 
and to make brick, first trampi the clay, 
fashioning it into the bricks, and then burn- 
ing them, using the spare portions of the 
trees for fuel. The trunks of the trees were 
laboriously by hand sawed into boards for 
the floors, roofs, etc. A stone foundation three 
feet thick was laid three feet below ground 
and as much above, this solid base wall be- 
ing deemed necessary to keep out tne white 
ants which are a t pest of the country. 
Incidentally Miss Graybiei states that the son 
of a German missionary living some forty 
miles distant was killea by atiger. She at- 
tended the funeral, making the journey 
through the so!id jungie in a cart drawn by a 
pair of the buffaloes, with the chance of being 
sprung upon by that or some other tiger at 
any moment, Such is life in the ds of 
Hindoostan,
